The supposed myth of Willi Myers has 
taken shape. Brown Allen is now no longer 
a strange creation, the unnatural produc- 
tion of a guilty imagination.

I know it is 
the one you want. He has changed his 
name, but he came here just after Crowley 
was shot and was seen with a lot of money.

7 
am sure he is the man. Let me hear from 
you at once.” 

Another letter to the chief from a town 
in Ohio told of a man who had been there 
and attempted to work the badger game in 
the same manner that Myers described it. 
This letters stated the appearance of the 
man and ended with the startling informa- 
tion that it was thought that his name was 
Brown Allen. 

The most interesting communication re- 
ceived on this line was written by a young 
fellow who said that he had been doing 
detective work in Montezuma, Ga. He had 
spotted a man who answered the descrip- 
tion of Brown Allen in that place and had 
been shadowing him for sometime. About 
two weeks before the murder of Forrest 
Crowley this man had disappeared sud- 
denly and mysteriously. The young detec- 
tive tried to get on his track, but he could 
find nothing except that he had purchased 
a ticket for Atlanta. 

“I thought that the man was a crook,” 
the letter went on. “He used to play poker 
a good deal. He talked about Knoxville, 
Tenn., lots, and I think if you will. write 
there you will find out somtehing about 
him.”’ The letter stated that he did not.go 
by the name of Brown while in Montezuma, 
but that his middle name was Brown. 

A letter from Charleston stated that there 
was an old man by the name of Brown 
Allen who used to live there, but that he 
moved to Georgia some years ago. He 
had a son who was nained for him. This 
son was worthless and had committed vari- 
ous crimes. “If you think it is worth 
while,” the letter continued, ‘I will look 
up this end of the case and try to locate 
them.”’ 

An Augusta man knew a fellow who 
called himself Brown Alien. He was good 
looking and tall with dark hair and a dark 
mustache. Last January he disappeared 
and no one knew just what direction he 
took. 

These are a few of the numerous letters 
received by the chief. In addition to them 
Chief Wright has had a heavy mail on the 
subject and has had positive information 
from many sources concerning the where- 
abouts of this wonderful man.

Counties May Lawfully Issne Currency 

In Floyd county there, is some discus- 
sion concerning the legality of ‘the pro- 
posed issue of county bonds of denomi- 
nations as low as $1 and $2, to be used 
as a local currency, and the federal 
treasury department has been asked for 
a ruling on the subject. 

Secretary Carlisle referred the mat- 
ter to Hon. F. A. Reeve, solicitor of the 
treasury, and in his reply to the. sec- 
retary he says: 

I have the honor to acknowledge your ref- 
erence to a letter addressed to the comptrol- 
ler of the currency by Mr. R. G. Clark, of 
Rome, Ga. 

Mr. Clark states that the county commis- 
sioners of Floyd county, Georgia, propose 
to issue a certain amount in county bonds, 
4 per cent interest, in denominations of five, 
ten and twenty dollars, with a view of using 
the same as local currency, and he inquires 
whether such action would conflict in any 
way with United States banking laws. 

In response to your request for an ex- 
pression of my opinion I have to advise 
you that no statute of the United States 
prohibits the issue of county bonds in any 
denomination. A county has a right to 
issue bonds when not in contravention to 
the constitution of the state. It may be 
observed, however, that section 19 .of. the 
act approvel February. 18, 1875 (8 Stat. 311) 
provides: “‘That every persen, firm, asso- 
ciation cther tlan national banking associa- 
tici.s, and every corporation. state bank or 
state banking association shall pay a tax 
of 10 per centum on the amount of their 
own notes used for corculation and paid 
out by them;” and 20 provides, ‘That every 
such person, firm, association, corporation, 
state bank, or state banking association, and 
‘also évery natfonar darfking association shall 
pay like tax of 10 per centum of the 
amount of the notes of any person, firm, 
association other than national banking 
associations, or of any corporation, state 
bank or state banking association; or of 
any town, city, or municipal corporation, 
used for circulation and paid out by 
them.”’ 

It will be seen that the word “county” 
is not enumerated among the corporations, 
banking associations, etc., mentioned in the 
statute. Nor can the word ‘“‘notes’’ be held 
to include county bonds, and I amg there- 
fore, also of the opinion that the proposed 
issue would not be taxable under said stat- 
ute. 

Apparently, this opinion finally set- 


tles the question. If this be the case, 
any county when not prohibited by the 
‘constitution and laws of its state, may 
issue bonds small enough to be con- 
veniently used as a local currency. 

Perhaps this settles the state bank 
problem. It will be an easy matter for 
the counties to provide the people with 
an ample and a safe circulating me- 
dium in the shape of, bonds of small 
denominations, if they can do so with- 
out being liable to the 10 per cent tax 
which stands in the way of state banks, 

It is to be hoped that all doubt will 
soon be cleared away and that the 
ruling of the federal treasury and the 
department of justice will stand. We 
do not very well see how this opinion 
can be reversed, unless some extraordi- 
nary methods are resorted to, but this 
is an age of surprises in law and peli- 
tics, and there is no telling what the 
result will be. 3

The Refermatory Again. 

With our grand juries, county officials, 
ministers and thousands of good peo- 
ple solidly in favor of a reformatory for 
our juvenile offenders, there ought not 
to be any difficulfy in establishing such 
an institution in Fulton county. 

We have called attention more than 
once to the successful workings of the 
reformatory in Riehmond county, where 
the youthful prisoners are almost self- 
supporting: We do not need an expen- 
sive institution, and it is no part of the 
programme to support the inmates in 
idleness, with a lot of high-salaried 
Officials. A few thousand dollars will 
start the thing, and provide a place in 
which our child criminals can be sep- 
arated from old and hardened male- 
factors, and taught useful trades under 
moral influences that will refofm those 
who have any good in their natures. 

When the experiment gets fairly un- 
der way it will cost our taxpayers less 


f than it now costs them for murder, rob- 


bery and court and jail expenses caused 
by the neglected children who are 
turned into veteran criminals by our 
present inhuman system. , 

Then, it should not be forgotten that 
many good men and women would glad- 
ly donate money and supplies to the 
reformatory. Dr. ‘Barnado’s ‘twenty- 
eighth annual report of the operations 
of his homes for destitute children in 
England states that last year the sum 
of $750,000 was received in no fewer 
than 82,700 separate gifts. His homes 
are largely supported by the general 
public, and there is no reason why the 
amount appropriated by our authorities 
for a reformatory should not be sup- 
plemented by individual. donations. 

If Fulton will make a beginning in 
this matter it will be pushed through 
successfully.

How to Get Fulton County Jail Bonds, 

Editor Constitution—If the county com- 
missioners are in earnest and want the 
people to vote for the issuance of county 
bonds to build a jail, they can secure the 
bonds as follows: 1. Select a suitable lot or 
lots and take options on them. 2. Get up 
plans and specifications for the jail. 3, Sub- 
mit the plans and specifications to expert 
builders, and thus arrive at the total cost 
of the jail when completed. 4. Provide a 
sum of money sufficient to pay the interest 
annually and to retire the bonds as they 
mature by setting aside the necessary 
amount from the regular tax money col- 
lected each year by the county. If it is 
found necessary to accomplish thig pur- 
pose, apply to the next legisiature to pass 
a special act so as to firmly bind each 
successive board of county commissioners 
to faithfully carry out the plan without 
increasing the county tax in any way for 
the purpose of paying the principal and 
interest on the bonds. 5. Issue the bonds 
in. derominations of $100, $500 and $1,000, so 
that persons of small means can have an 
opportunity to invest in them. 6. Let the 
bonds mature as follows: One-third in ten 
years, one-third in twenty years and one- 
third in thirty years at a rate of interest 
of 4% or 5 per cent per annum, and bonds 
not to be sold below par. ; 

Now # the county commissioners will go 
at this question.as above indicated, in a 
plain, straightforward manner and satisfy 
the people of Fulton county that the-taxes 
will not be raised in order to pay the 
interest—annually— and to retire the bonds 
as they mature, I am fully s@tisfied that 
the people will vote for bonds enough to 
build a good and suitable jail. Less than 
$10,000 taken from each year‘s county tax 
collections will be more than enough to 
carry out the scheme. Twenty thousand 
dollars could easily be taken from each 


year’s county funds for the purpose of build- 


ing a jail and no harm or detriment could 
possibly come to the people’s interest there- 
by. But the county commissienrs had as 
well understand first as last that the peo- 
ple will never vote for bonds to build a 


jail unless under conditions similar to those. 


above suggested. There is no good reason 
why the jail cannot be built. All fair 
minded men agree about the necessity 
for a new jail, and the county commission- 
ers can get the bonds to build it when 
they ask the people for them in the right 
way.

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Apply Throughout the Stat, 
TO REGISTER OR NOT TO REGISTER 


To Votein the Congressional Elections Is 
a Question Upon Which Some Jis- 
cussion Must Be Had. '* 


Is registration under the county laws 
necessary to vote in the congressional elec- 
tion on the 6th of November? 

That is the question which the candidates 
want decided and in which the people are 
vitally interested. There are those whe toid 
both ways. 

It will be remembered that two years ago 
on account of a question being raised by 
the Young Men’s tie League, of 
Richmond county, Judge Emory Speer, of 
the United States district couct, rendered 
an opinion in which he held that the state 
constitution required uniformity of laws and 
as the registration laws of the various 
counties in the tenth congressional district 


wére not unfform the laws were, therefore, 


unconstitutional, and in consequefice; regis- 
tration was not a requisite of exercising the 
privileges of the ballot in a congressional 
election. Judge Speer aiso held that the 
United States election laws provided that 
all men should, have equal right’ to the 


ballot. That was violated by the law which | 


required registration in Richmond and 
did not require it in several other counties 
of the district; therefore, the reglatration 
laws would not apply. * 

On this opinion registration was cast 
aside in the last congressional election if 
the tenth. But in other districts registration 
did apply. 

Since the repeal of the federal election 
laws by congress at its last session some 
of the populist leaders in the tenth have 
held that under the repeal of these laws 
Judge Speer’s decision was rendered void 
and registration would apply. 

On the other hand, the democratic man- 
agers of the tenth hold that Judge Speer’s 
decision still applies, as his main reason 
for. deciaring registration unnecessary was 
because of the lack of uniformity of the state 
laws, and as the state constitution distinct- 
ly says all laws must be uniform in the 
various counties, these county registration 
laws are unconstitutional. This opinion is 
held by the best lawyers in Augusta; and, 
furthermore, they say registration is not 
necessary to vote in the congressional elec- 
tions in any district of the state. 

Now the state constitution says: “Laws of 


‘a general nature shall have uniform opera- 


tion throughout the state and no special 
law shall be enacted in any case for which 
prcvision has been made by a general ex- 
isting law.” 

Under this latter phrase there are those 
who hold that there being no general reg- 
istration law local laws which do not in- 
terfere with rights given citizens under the 
constitution are’ constitutional. 

Another paragraph in the state constitu- 
tion says: “Every male citizen of the 
United States, twenty-one years of age, who 
shall have resided in the state one year 
next preceding the election, and sLall have 
resided six months in the county in which 
he offers to vote, and shall have paid all 
taxes which may hereafter be required of 
him, and which he may have had an op- 
portunity of paying, agreeable to the law, 
except forthe year of the election, shall be 
deemed ah electcr; * * * and no person 
shall vote wh, if challenged, shall refuse 
to take the following oath, or affirmation: 
‘I do swear (or affirm) that I em twenty-one 
years of age, have resided in this state one 
year and jin this county six months, next 
preceding this election. I have paid all taxes 


which, since the adoption of the present | 


constitution of this state, have Ween fre- 
quired of me previous to this year, anc 
which I have had an opportunity to pay, 
and 1 have not voted at this election.’ ” 

, This present constitution was adopted in 
1877, and uiuder it no man who has failed 
to pay any of his taxes since 1877 is en- 
titled to vote. ‘That, of course, applies t¢ 
every county of the state. Thus, if .chal- 
lenged. whether registration applies or not, 
no man who has failed to pay his taxes 
since '77 can vote. In many counties the pay- 
ment of taxes registers you. But there are 
many citizens of age who pay nothing but 
a poll tax; and under the constitution they 
must have paid their poll tax for every year 
since 1877, or since they became of age, to 
vote. 

Consequently, under the _ constitution, 
whether a man has registered or not he 
can vote provided he takes the oath of 
having paid all his taxes since 1877 or since 
he became of age; that is, if challenged. 
But the challenging of voters has not been 
usual jin Georgia. 

Tue overwhelming opinion among demo- 
crats fi. the state seems to be that Judge 
Speer’s decision was correct and that regis 
tration under the present state laws is not 
necessary because the county laws not be- 
ing uniform are unconstitutional. It is be- 
lieved this decision will hold and that reg- 
istration is unnecessary in any of the eleven 
congressional districts. The repeal of the 
federal election laws have nothing to do 
with the case. Since the repeal all elections 
ure held under state laws and if our couuty 
registration laws are not constitutional they 
cannot apply. 

But the demoeratic congressional nomifees 
want this question definitely settled. They 
want the same provisions to apply in ail 
the districts, which was not the case two 
years ago. It is possible that the next con- 
gress may have a republican majority. In 
that event it would not be unlike Tom 
Reed’s former tactics to unseat séveral 
Georgia congressmen who happen to have 
the smallest majorities on the grounds that 
the state laws owetfe voalated in 
the election. The Georgia congress- 
men prefer some definite decision on the 
matter. 

Several of them have been in Atlanta re- 
cently and have talked over the matter with 
Chairman Clay. Mr. Clay has sent out ag re- 
quest to each of thé democratic nominees to 
meet here with the executive committee on 
Saturday to discuss the matter and take 
steps towards having the same election 
laws apply in all the districts. They think 
the county registration laws either should 
or should not be enforced in all districts 
alike. To enfosce registration in the fifth 
and have no registration in the tenth might 
cause the republicans, should they hold the 
next congress (which is not probable but is

Just what the congressmen will decide 
upon is not known, but it is probable that 
some steps will be taken to get a ruling 
from the supreme court on the question. 


It is a question of vital interest which ‘ 


should be decided, and all the congression- 
al districts should have the same qualifi- 
cations for voters. Otherwise tiere may be 
serious trouble, when the mext congress 
meets, with contested cases. 


Now that the state election is a thing of 
the past the political eye of the state is 
centered upon the senatorial and congres- 
sional contests.

The Coffee Market. 

S. Munn & Co., in their weekly circular, 
say: 

“With occasional rallies, the general drift 
of prices has been downward, and we do 
not see how the general trend can take 
any other direction. Times are hard, per- 
sons in every walk of life‘are economizing 
and coffee continues at a comparatively 
high range of prices, whereaS such valuable 
commodities as wheat and: cotton are sell- 
ing at prices heretofore unknown in the 
Ccummercial history of this country. If 
seems an anomaly that coffee should sell 
at existing quotations when almost every: 
thing else is unprecedentedly cheap, and 
when, moreover, the stocks of coffee are 
large and tadications :point to, one of gmhe 
most bountiful crops on record, Trade and 
speculation are aamittedly dull. Tne out: 
side public is not ey to take hold of 
the bull side until’ coffée falls to a price 
which ‘shalt be universally regardea as 
cheap. During Septeniber the world’s visi- 
ble supply increased close to 280,000 bags, 
whereas in September last year it fell off 
approximately 400,000 bitgs. It Is now 2,927,- 
bet Dags, agains: 2,311,408 a year ago. The 
visible supply of Brazil in this country is 
448,513, aguinst 522,405 bags a year ago. Rio 
exchange has lately »een declining and 
prices of coffee there have also been weak, 
while large quantities are daily pouring into 
Rio and Santos. It is generally believed 
that Baltimore and Havre are heavily long 
of the market. There is no very extensive 
short interest to act ds a support to prices, 
alld, at the same time, there ts certainly 
no general desire to purchase for long ac 
count. In fact, buying here, with the ex- 
ception of occasionai: supporting, orders 
has been simply to cover shorts. We can 
only reiterate our conviction that the nat- 
ural tendency of coffee prices is towards a 
much cheaper basis. A year ago October 
Was 17 cents. The price has since failen 
about 4% cents, but we do not think that 
on bubble has been really pricked even 
yet. 


The Cereal Situation. 
From The New York Stockholder. 

The week in the grain market opened 
with everybody discouraged. Wheat made 
a new low record? The depressing feature 
at the outset was the weakness of foreign 
maikets. There seemed to be no bottom for 
Liverpool quotations—a fact which induced 
considerable. liquidation both here.and at 
Chicago. Of course, the decline abroad was 
due to continued evidences of over produc- 
tiun and the absence of consuming demand. 
This was retiected in,the middie of the 
week by an increase in Bradstreet’s visible 
supply of over. 4,000,000 bushels. It was 
still further indicated by an increase itn the 
world’s visible supply of nearly 3,000,000 
bushels. The figures simply disheartened 
holders, : | 

Tine market had not had a war scare in 
months. It had one. Jast week when, be- 
cause France ‘and England were makin 
grimaces at each other across the channel, 
shorts ran to cover, imparting a strong 
tone to speculation. Later the war topic 
subsided and the condition of the czar of 
Russia became the subject of conversation 
in the grain trade and-an influence in 
speculation. Reports of the death of the 
czar caused a rally on Friday, and -next 
day the market ruled and closed strong. 
Wheat is low and its price will -make 
friends for it on all concessions at the 
present range of prices. There ought not 
to be much risk or hesitation in buying it 
now, for tuwe present week should give the 
trade a sharp rally. The following table 
compares receipts of grain in the west 
last week, week before and the correspond- 
ing period a year ago:

It will be seen that receipts at the west 
fell off considerably. Nearly all the wheat 
received went to Minneapolis and Duluth, 
the country’s great spring’ wheat ints, 
The enormous movement to those ints 
has played such an important part in de. 
pressing prices that tt is a relief to know 
that well-informed authorities are looking 
for a falling cff. Such authorities believe 
that the spring wheat.crop has been over- 
estimated, and that, needing money, farm. 
ers have rushed their product in all at 
once. If this theory is correct, receipts 
during the next few months will be very 
moderate, indeed. On this expectation there 
yhas been some good buying both here and 
in Chicago. During the past week the 
movement of winter wheat was .- simply 
nominal. It was a very bullish feature. 
Chicago car lots fell off sharply. This at 
first was attributed to lack of elevator 
room ‘there, but it subsequently developed 
that prices at western and northwestern 
shipping points were higher than at Chi- 
cago. Last week about 3,000 cars were 
side-tracked at Chicago, but there was 
room for 20,000.. The export.trade continued 
very dull. On Wednesday, although prices 
were about as low as they have ever been, 
the foreigners took only one boat load. 
This was one of the discouraging features 
of the week. There is continued talk of an 
increased amount of wheat being fed to 
stock. Should tt become evident in the 
near future that supplies are being con-

Mr. Holl Ware's Excesdingly uitew Es- 
cape—Dr. Cooper Returts and Tells 
About the Train’s Fatal Tumble. 


The disastrous wreck on the Atlanta and 
West Point road Sunday ‘morning was 
much worse “than was indicated by ‘first 
reports. 

Fifteen people were hurt, one of whom 
died yesterday afternoon. One other per- 
son may die. 

The nature of the wreck was such that 


it is almost a miracle that there were Bo 


few of the passengers injured. People who 
viewed the scene declare it to be one of 
the worst wrecks fhey have ever wit- 
nessed, 

“The first’ train into the ‘city over the At- 
lanta and West Point since ¢he wreck of 
Sunday came in yesterday. 

On the train were several of those who 


were aboard at ‘the time the accident .oc-* 


curred. o_ 

Dr. Hunter Cooper, surgeon for the rail- 
road, also came back, and was in his office 
yesterday. when seen by The Constitution. 
‘Dr. Gooper says there is but little to tell 
about the wreck further than what has al- 
‘ready been told in the papers. He says 
the train going from Atlanta was just com- 
ing to the bridge across what is known as 
Ossinnappa creek, beyond West Point, when 
the last truck of ‘the engine tender ran off. 
The engine did not run off, but the truck 
of the tender was sufficient to cause the 
mail car to bounce the track and then in 
turn the baggage coach and the other cars 
behind. The strange part of it was that 
‘the train remained on the trestle, despite 
the fact that the cars were off the track 
and the woodwork of the trestle was badly 
torn up by the sharp edges of the wheels. 

After passing over the trestle the cars 


* took a tumble down an embankment, and 


«I 
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then it was that the deadly work was 
‘done. : 

The mail car was crushed in like an 
egg ‘shell, and it was a wonder that the 
mail agent was not killed instantly. The 
baggage car was also seriously injured, 
and Dr. Cooper declares it té6 be remarka- 
ble that.scuh slight injuries were inflicted 
upon the occupants. The passengers were 


|. all badly shaken up, The mail car made 


a slide off its trucks and went tumb- 
ling down the embankment, and then 
came the trucks down on top of it, crush- 
ing the car to a broken shell. 

The sleeping car was pulled off its rear 
truck, and the passengers were all badly 
torn up. 

Dr. Cooper says there is a probability 
of but one of the passengers dying, and 
he was a tramp, and was not bruised at all 
by the wreck. It seems that the tramp 
was put on the train at Hogansville and 
his way paid to West Point. At West 
Point somebody had paid his way to Opeli- 
ka, ahd he was riding in the Smoking car, 
still sick. He suffered no injury from ‘tthe 
wreck, but will die from his fever, which 
Dr. Cooper says was raging high when 
he came to treat him. 

The railroad people have put the trestle 
in good conditién again and the trains will 
be passing all right today. Dr.'Coopér says 
it was about as bad a wreck as he ever 
Saw not to have killed anybody or inflicted 
any’ hford “iigjiry than ‘it did, for ‘the cars 
were all torn to pieces. 

The engine did not leave the track at al} 
and the train men were not hurt. 

Mr. Hull Ware’s Miraculous Escape. 

Mr. Howell Ware, of the Western Union 
office, this city, returned yesterday from 
the scene of the accident. His brother, Mr. 
Hull Ware, was in the wreck. News of the 
terrible tumble of the train reached Atlanta 
but no details could be iearned.. Feeling 
almost certain that his: brother had been 
killed, Mr. Howell Ware left on the first 
train for Cussetta. He was delighted on 
reaching the place to find his brother sound 
and well. He returned last night. 

“My brother was not hurt enough to 
count,”’ he said, ‘“‘but his escape is the most 
remarkable thing I ever heard of. He was 
in the baggage car. When the car toppled 
up to fall, he sprang between the two up- 
right posts and clung to them for dear 
life. When the wreck settled the two posts 
were in matchwood, and all aroufid where 
my brother had stood was a perfect wreck, 
yet he escaped with hardly a scratch. It 
was marvelous. Had he stood two feet in 
either direction from the spot:on which he 
did stand he would have been mashed to 
death. A heavy pair of trucks came 

through the roof and settled two feet In 
front of him, and a mountain of baggage 
tumltied down immediately behind him. He 
continued on to Montgomery last night. 

‘"The wreck was a frightful one, and how 
the passengers escaped is a mystery to 
me.” ’ 

The Unknown Man Dies. 

Opelika, Ala., October 8.—(Special.)—At 4 
o’clock this afternoon death relieved the un- 
known white man who was injured in the 
wreck on the Western Railway of Alabama 
yesterday morning. The man, whose name 
is thought to be Alexander Johnson, never 
spoke after vainly endeavoring to tell your 
correspondent his name, and he was buried 
in ‘the ‘potter’s field this afternoon by the 
railroad company,, -unknown and _ urt- 
‘mourned. No identification papers of any de- 
scription were found on his person. 

It is now thought the chances of recovery 
are against Mr. R. H. Drake, a white man 
who sustained severe injuries and whose 
name was accidentally left out of the report 
o last night. Mr. Drake, who is at the 
Cooper house, is badly hurt in the chest. 

Five negroes were pretty badly injured 
and-a report unauthenticated ts to the effect 
that a negro man who was hurt and re- 
moved to a house in the suburbs of the city, 
ae — injuries: sustained late this af-

Chairman English Introduces a Ruleto Re-

English, turning about in his chair and 
giving an ominous glance over his gold- 
rimmed glasses at the first man in line. 

He was a young fellow with a red face 
and a slouch hat, which he fumbled in his 
brawny hands*as he stammered out his 
name in a weak voice. 
| “How long have you been in Atlanta?’ 

“Four years, sir.’’ 

“What's your business?” 

“Ain’t got any now, sir. I used to keep 
a@ grocery store.”’ b 

“Have you ever been tried in a criminal 
court?” 

“No, sir.” : 

“Well, sit down there and give us a speci- 
men of your handwriting and read a lit- 
tle from that book over there.” 

All of the applicants in turn were put 
through this examination and were re- 
quested to state their age, give an account 
of ‘their habits, and say whether they were 
financially embarrassed. Twenty-five men 
were inspected and then the board went 
into a discussion of their merits. By unan- 
Imous consent they agreed upon the fol- 
lowing list, which will be added to the 
members of the supernumerary force: A. 
J. Ivey, B. Wildener, Daniel Boone, George 
W. Lake, Clint Glore, G. W. Carson, T. J. 
McWilliams, F. M. McCurty, George 5S. 
Taylor, J. M. Glower and W. P. Avery. 

All the men will be sworn in this morn- 
ing and placed at *once on the list of 
*““supes.”’ 

From Kelly and Hawes. 

There was a full attendance of the board 
when Chairman English rapped for order. 
Mayor Goodwin was there, and remained 
through the whole session, taking an active 
part in the discussion. 

A communication from . ex-Patrolmen 
Kelly and Hawes, who were discharged at 
the last meeting of the board, asking for 
their reinstatement, was read and tabled 
immediately. 

Then followed the reports of the different 
depariments. The reports of the captains 
showed the men to have done good work 
during the month. The detective depart- 
ment, as. reported by Chief Wright, had 
done efficient service. The large number 
of gambling cases made during the month 
was the main feature. The report of Chief 
Connolly covering all departments was read 
and passed upon. 

For the Reformatory. 

A resolution touching upon the reforma- 
tory was introduced by Chairman English. 
Heretofore no record has been kept of the 
age of the prisoners brought into the sta- 
tion house, only the charge, sex and race 
of the person arrested being entered on 
the regtster. 

“In order,” said Captain English, ‘“‘to 
definitely ascertain the age of the prisoners 
brought in by the city officers, I think it 
would be well to ‘have the station house 
keepers to enter the exact age of all who 
are brought in. This movement for a re- 
formatory is taking shape, and, looking to 
that end, 1 offer this as a resolutivn.’’
